Developments tend to show that 
the independent tobacco concerns 
are at the mercy of the American 
Tobacco Company, better known 
as the Trust, and are in a position 
to be ruthlessly "squeezed" if not 
put out of business by their pow- 
erful competitor. 

The American Tobacco Com- ! 
pany, through its representatives 
and brokers, bought up all thej 
lower grades of Burley tobacco 
now in the pool of Jhe Equity So- 
ciety, leaving only the higher 
grades unsold. 

The official statement was made 
from the Society headquarters that 
all the lower grades had been dis- 
posed of, but it was not stated w ho 
got it. 

Now these Independent concerns 
have been using low grades, sched- 
uled at 15 cents a pound and 
under, buying a few hogsheads 
each week as needed, believing I 
that the supply in the pool would 

last indefinitely, until the 1907 

crop was on the market. 

The Independents have awakened 
to the fact that somebody, pre- 
sumably the Trust, has cornered 
the supply of low grade tobacco, 
and there is none to be had for 
love or money. 

The only thing that oilers an.\ 
promise of relief is for the Hurley 
Society to put the 1907 crop on 
the market and give the Independ- 
ents a chance at the lower grades 
of that crop.
